HAIL TO THE CHIEF. 


The City of William Penn Wel- 
comes the Great Republican 
Statesman, 


And Aceords Him All the Honors With- 
in Its Power—The Great 
Crowds. 


Mr. Blaine’s Tremendous Vitality as Shown 
During the Present Cam- 
paign. 


AT PHILADELPHIA. 
THE QUAKER CITY ABLAZE WITH ENTHUSIASM. 

PHILADELPUIA, Pa., Sept. 23.—[Special.)}— 
The booming of heavy artillery in South Penn- 
sylvania square announced to the people the 
arrival of Mr. Blaine in Philadelphia at mid- 
night last night, and for an hourgafter his 
rapid drive to the Centinenta! Hotel aad prompt 
retirement for the night unseen by the crowds 
the streets were alive with people. Tite city 
awoke today an hour earlier than usual to take 
part in a demonstration in honor of the Repub- 
lican leader which brought every man, woman, 
and child into the streets and caused almost 3 
suspension of business. The popular enthusi- 
asm exceeded everything that has been 
witnessed in the city since Gen. Grant's mem 
orable return from histrip round the world, 
five years ago. The Continental Hotel was ef 
course the centre of the crowds early in the 
morning, and a reserve police squad was neces- 
sary to keep the corridors and sidewalk passa- 
ble. Mr. Blaine was awakened by the cheers 
for him in the streets, and before be had left 
his bed visitors’ cards began to pour into hig 
ante-chamber. At 9 o'clock Mr. Kingsiey, the 
proprietor of the hotel, gave orders that no more 
cards should be sent up until 10:30, and in the 
meantime Mr. Blaine would see noone. He 
breakfasted with Mr. Phelps, bis son, Walker 
Blaine, and two personal friends in his own 
rooms. 

A VENTURESOME REPORTER. 

During the meal a reporter folight his way 
into the statesman’s presence and asked how 
he meant to spend the day. As quietly as 
possible, I can assure you,” said Mr. Blaine. 
20od-humoredly. After I have finished my 
chop I shall go through my mail, and then I 
believe I am to be called upon by some of your 
leading citizens. Then I thi we are to have 
a drive, and then——,well, then for your big 
patriotic demonstration tonight.” 

„Mr. Blaine, I' would like to ask you some 
thing about Indiana and the South,“ again vent: 
ured the reporter. 

“My dear sir, pardon me,I cannot speak 
upon political matters just now. Please don't 
ask me.“ 

Mr. Blaine here looked very confused, played 
a little more with his muffin, and when asked 
about the South said that perhaps it was the 
protection business which had as much to do 
with the Republican popularity there as anyr 
thing else. Theinterview was cut short by 
Walker Blaine. 

ENTER DON CAMERON. 

While the crowd was gathering about the 
office desk and at the stairways and elevator 
there was a stir about the hallway. ‘* There's 
Don!“ exclaimed one. There's Cameron!“ 
shouted another; and then there was 3 
pressing forward Of the people to catcha 
glimpse of Pennsaylvania’s senior Senator. A 
man of auburn locks and heavy mustache 
of the same color, wearing a high white hat, 
clad ina black suit and carrying a good-sized 
gripsack, forced his way to the desk, and quick- 
ly registered his name. His hand was seized 
by Mr. Kingsley, who shook it warmly, saying, 
at the same time: “Ah, I am glad to see you, 
Senator. Senator Cameron, whose hostility 
to thé Republican candidate for President has 
been so much talked of, wrote his name in a 
leisurely way on a slip of paper and 
sent it up to Mr. Blaine. In ten 
seconds the messenger returned, saying: Mr, 
Binine would like Senator Cameron to walk 
right up.“ And the senior Senator from Penn- 
syivania mounted the stairs two steps at once, 
He sat with Mr. Blaine over the breakfast 
table for nearly an hour and didn’t leave his 
side until late in the afternoon. Senator Cam- 
eron seemed in the best of health and spirits, 
and if what he said tonight to a near friend 
may be taken as an indication bis skill and 
good generalship may be counted on to aid the 
Republican cause to the best of bis ability, 

DISTINGUISHED CALLERS. 

After breakfast Mr. Blaine received a few 
personal friends, among whom were John 
Wanamaker, Congressmen Harmer and Bing- 
ham, the Hon. John Welsh, the Hon. George 
H. Boker, Thomas Cochran, John P. Wetherill, 
EK. H. Rollins, President of the Centennial Na- 
tionai Bank; Judge Ewing, George H. Stuart, 
Charles H. Cramp, Hamilton Disston, 
William Arrott, Adam § Everly, Edwin 
N. Benson. Ed ward H. Fitler, 
Alex. P. Brown, Gen. John F. Hartranft, 
Judge Thayer, Councilman J. Raymond Ciag- 
horn, W. H. Lex, H. Gates Jones, Clement 
Brown, George W. Fairman, and many others. 
Among those who had accompanied Mr. Blaine 
to Philadelphia and who participated in the 
honors of the day were Chairman Jones, 
Stephen B. Elkins, ex-Gov. Cornell, and Secre- 
taries Manley and Fessenden. 

AT THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 

After lunch Mr. Blaine was driven to the 
Union League Glub- House. His carriage ran 
the gantiet of eager crowds who applauded 
and cheered as it passed, and the tumult 
in the street filled every window on 
the crowded thoroughfare through which 
the Republican cundidate passed, In front of 
the Union League the crush was so great that 
the mob threatened to lift Mr. Blaine bodily 
and bear him up the steps. Once within the 
reception-room the massive doors were thrown 
open to all comers, and for two hours Mr. 
Blaine shook hands with the multitude. In the 
long line thore were many ladies, and when at 5 


Mr. Blaine ended his atternoon by an hour's 
drive through Fairmount Park, after which he 
returned to dinner and to prepare for the brill- 
iant spectacle of the evening. 


THE SCENE IN THE EVENING. 


Mr. Bl.'ne’s remarkable composure and dis- 
cip:ine of mind under difficult surroundings 
were striking|y illustrated when be returned to 
the Continental Hotel after his drive and fa 
tiguing reception at the League, and despite 
the exciting events of the day succeeded in 
snatching an hour's refreshing sleep before 
dinner. So great was the crowd about the 
hotel by 7 o'clock that a decoy carriage was 
driven to one of = the sie door 
to attract the attention of the 
multitude while Mr. Siaine, Mr. Boker, 
E. H. Fuer and R. M. Benson, the latter two 
millionaire Philadelphia merchants, and oid 
friends of Mr. Biaine, stepped into another 
conveyance at the ladies’ entrance and drove 
away to the Union League. Broad street was 
ablaze. The Lafayette Hotel, towering to a 
hight of nine storie’, flashed ligbt from eaob of 
its 400 windows. Next the Union League Club 
with its fluttering flags and brilliant illumina- 
tions took up the line of lights which was 
continued down Broad street by the 
Bellevue and St. George Hotels side by 
side. ~ Across the street the gardens 
ot the Craig Lippincott mension were 
sparkling with Chinese lanterns. Mr. Blaine 
and Mr. Boker were given seats on a raised 
platform not more than ten feet square, which 
extended from the Union League Building. The 
parlors of the club were filled with ladies and 
members, all in full dress. Over Mr. Blaine's 
head hung the buge gas-jet illuminating 
„Blaine. Logan, and Victory,” and a calcium 
light beat down on his bare bead, making him 
the most conspicuous figure to the passing pro- 
cession. Nearly 100,000 people lined Broad 
street north and south. 

THE MONSTER PROCESSION. 


The procession started, with ex-Gov. and 
Brig.-Gen. Hartranft as Chief Marshal, at 8:15 
p.m. The ranks were crowded together 8 
that Mr. Blaine might be able to review the en- 


tire procession before 10 p. m., the hour fixed

for his departure. Following the Chief Mar- | 
shal came the Republican neibles, 1,200 
men, all in white campaign uufforms, then the 
Phenixville and Norristown Invincibies, 400 
each, and the Harmony Legion of this city 
with 1,500 men, the clubs from West Chester 
and Gloucester, the West Philadelphia and 
Young Republican Ciubs of 1,000 men each, and 
clubs from Pottstown, Upland, Trenton, Ches- 
ter, and Wilmington. The second division 
of the procession was formed entirely of Re- 
publican campaign clubs of Philadelphia and 
numbered 21,000 men carrying More than 15,000 
torches. The third division way reached after 
two hours’ time and comprised the visiting or- 
ganizations from neighboring towns, and these 
swelled the ranks to 27,700 men. The march- 
ing went on until midnight. Mr. Blaine stood 
erect during the first two hours of the pageant, 
bowing now and then as a rousing cheer or 
salute came from the passing ranks. 
OFF FOR NEW YORK. 

At 10:15 he took leave of the President of the 
Union League. but made no speech. He was 
driven to the Pennsylvania station, where 
President Roberts’ private car, the same in 
which Blaine's friend, President Garfield, was 
carried to Long Branch to die three years ago, 
awaited him, and with hearty handshaking the 
party took final leave of the Philadelphia Ke- 
ception Committee. “I oan Only say.“ said 
Mr. Blaine in taking leave, “that I am de- 
lighted with the assurances of friendship I have 
received from my old friends bere.” The spe- 
cial train and the Republican leader were gone 
at 10:30, but the streets at midpight sti echoed 
the tread of marcbing feet. i 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 3.—Mr. Blaine 
slept late this morning after the fatigue of yes- 
terday. and breakfasted in his room. After 
breakfast he received ‘callers far three hours. 
Among them were some oi the Most prominent 
business-meu in Philadeiphia. At 1 o'clock 
be went to drive in Fairmount Park. 
A large crowd had gathered in the 
hotel corridors and aroun the Chest- 
nut street front, but Mr. Blaine slippea 
out quietly by the Ninth street exit. 
About 8 Mr. Blaine and party returned from a 
drive to the park. After luncheon Mr. Blaine 
proceeddd to the Union League house for the 
public reception. This took place in the large 
assembly-room. Mr. Blaine was attended by a 
committee of thirty of the younger members 
of the Learue in evening dress. Thousands of 
people streamed through the room until half- 
ast 4. when the reception terminated and Mr. 
Biaine drove back to the Conti tal Hotel for 
dinner. While the party wererfstill at dinner 
Senator Don Cameron came to bid Mr. Blaine 
good-by. As soon as it was known in the ho- 
tel that Mr. Blaine bad returned from the 
Union League the guests began to gather in 
groups in the corridor leading to his rooms, 
and just as dinner ended some ladies gently 
pushed the door open iar enough to 
see the distinguished candidate, and 

there gazing at him. When 
Mr. Blaine's attention was called to 
this, he turned from the gentiemen with whom 
he was talking and shook hands with the ladies. 
At about 7:30 Mr. Blaine, protected on one 
side by Elkins and on the other by President 
Boker of the League, made his way through 
the usual crowd to his carriage, and was driven 
tothe private entrance of the club-house, 
where again the police had to hold the people 
in check while he made his way into the build- 
ing. The club-house was relatively more 
crowded than the street, and Mr. Blaine was 
again compelled to undergo the hand-shaking 
ordeal. Ata few minutes past 8 Mr. Benson, 
the First Vice-President of the League, request- 
ed all but Mr. Blaine and his purty to with- 
draw from the room, which was becoming very 
close. This request was complied with slowly. 
and while the gentiemen in the room were 
leaving there were others begging to be allowed 
word with Mr. Blaine.“ But Benson was 
compelled to be inexorable. Mr. Blaine was then 
escorted to a platform erected in front of the 
building, where he reviewed the parade. As 
the head of the procession, led by Gen. Hart- 
ranft as Chief Marshal, passed the stand he was 
enthusiastically apviauded. From the Union 
League club-ho@&® one could see about a mile 
and a half down Broad street. The procession 
filled the whole of this space, and during the 
whole time Mr. Blaine remained on the 
stand. Torches were appearing in the dis- 
tance like a solid mad of moving fire 
and could be seen filing into Broad street at 
the lower end. All the clubs wore. neat unt 
forme and moved in military order, and the 
marching of most of them was admirable. 
Each club as it passed the stand gave three 
cheers for James G. Blaine,“ or for James G. 
Blaine, our next President.“ and Mr. Blalne in 
each instance removed his hat and bowed. The 
Young Kepublieans, a Philadelphia body 
of quite young gentiemen, were 
especially demonstrative. They cheered 
in college-boy style as they passed 
and were in turn loudly cheered by the crowds. 
The Mayor of the city expressed the opinion 
that there were more than 30,000 men march- 
ing, and he believed that bulf the population 
of Philadelphia were out looking at them.” 

It was understood there would be no speak- 
ing, so no demand was made foraspeech. At 
9:15, while the procession was still io full force, 
Mr. Blaine bowed repeatedly and left the stand. 
Upon entering the club-house he took some re- 
freshments, after which be passed out amid the 
most enthusiastic cheering, entered his car- 
riage, and was driven rapidiy to the depot, and 
left for New York at 0:35 on a special train. 


THE RETURN TO NEW TORK. 
A RAPIE RUN. 

New York, Sept. 23.—The special train over 
the Pennsylvania Road which conveyed Blaine 
and party from Philadelphia made but but one 
stop, at Elizabeth. The trip was made 
in less than two hours. The train ar 
rived in Jersey City at 11:35 p. m. Mr. Blaine 
and friends took carriages and crossed the 
Desbrosses Street Ferry and were driven to the 


Fifth Avenue Hotel. Mr. Blaine was greatly 
pleased with the reception at Philadelphia, and 
on the return trip declared that notwithstaad- 
ing the labors of the cay he was not at all 
fatigued. 


HIS OHIO ENGAGEMENTS. 
THE ROUTE LAID OUT. - 

Cotumsts, O., Sept. 23.—The Republican 
State Committee has announced the following 
route for Mr. Blaine’s trip through Ohio, and 
will give out the time the special train is to 
stop at each place as soon as the information 
can be secured from the different railroads 
over which he travels: He will enter the State 
Friday, Sept. 26, by way of Asbtabula and 
Painesville to Cleveland; thence by way of 
Elyria, Norwalk, and Fremont to Toledo; 
thence to Sandusky via Fostoria; thence 
to Dayton via Tiffin, Kenton, Bellefontaine, 
Urbana, and Springfield; thence to Cincinnati 
via Hamilton; thence via Xenia to Columbus; 
thence to Bellaire via Newark and Zanesville, 


passing out of the State Oct. 4. He will pass 
ove night in Cleveland, Sunday in Toledo, 
Monday night at Sandusky, Tuesday nignt at 
Dayton, Wednesday and Thursday at Cincin- 
nati, Friday night at Columbus, and Saturday 
at Bellaire, 


A POPULAR UPRISING. 
THE EAGER ENTHUSIASM OF THE PROPLE TAX- 
ING MR. BLAINE’S STRENGTH TO ITS UT 
MOST. 


New York, Sept. 23.—|Special.]~-The Demo- 
cratic managers here are very deeply impressed 
with the tremendous popular demonstrations 
in favor of Mr. Blaine. They know of no way 
of counteracting the effect of this great popu- 
lar tide, and so they have fallen to gnashing 
their teeth over what they call che exhibi- 
tion Mr. Blaine is making of himself. It is 
really very amusing to see bow sensitive the 
Democrats have become upon the subject of 
political propriety so far as Mr. Biaine 
is concerned. If he is really making 
such an exhibition of himself as they 
claim, they should be delighted instead 
of angry. Mr. Blaine is not trying this year to 
please the Democrats. Your correspondent has 
yet to find a single Republican who sees any- 
thing to criticise in Mr. Blaine’s sho him- 
self to his friends and his visiting battle- 
fields where the political fights are now being 
waged. The Democrats think that it would 
have been very dignified for Mr. Biaine to 
have remained hidden in some hole in Maine 
and to wait there the result of November. 
It is true that Mr. Blaine  himeeif 
did mot at first intend to leave 
the State, but the invitations came to dim in 
the form of a deluge. Every prominent man 
in the Kepublican party urged him to come out 
from his home, while there was hardly a town 
in the United States so small or so humble 
that it has not sent ite request for his presence. | 


It was impossible to resist all this pressure. 
Mr. Blaine, although a very independent man, 


was forced to give way to the pressure of his 
friends. 


If any one thinks that Mr. Blaine is now 
doing much more than suffer on account of 
these friends, he should have seen him last 
night in Philadelphia when he finally escaped 
from the crowd. It must be remembered that 
there is nothing in the world that @ rapidly 
exnausts the vitality as hand-shaking. There 
8 no athlete in the world who could have 
shaken hands with the number gf people that 
Mr. Blaine did yesterday without incurring 
physical exhaustion. From Jérsey City to 
Philadelphia the physical strain upon Mr. 
Blaine was greater than anything that he bas 
undergone since he left Maine, At Jersey City 
there were very poor police arrangements, and 
he had to fight his way through a dense mass 
of wildly enthusiastic people. At Newark there 
was a most frightful jam. The people who had 
Mr. Blaine in charge were fully three-quarters 
of an hour fighting their way through the 
crowd with him, while alarge number of the 
members of his party were cut off from him 
and unable to join bim. It is said by those 
who have been through all the exciting scenes 
of the close of the War, and who witnessed the 
demonstrations of yesterday, that there was 
never anything like it known in the history of 
this country; that none of our most brilliant 
and popular military heroes have ever nad such 
a demonstration from the public. Even Mr. 
Blaine's friends are completely overcome with 
surprise at the way people seem to spring from 
the earth whenever Mr. Blaine appears in pub- 
lic. It in the conservative Bast there is such 
wild and irresistible enthusiasm, what will it 
be when Mr. Blaine begins to reach the West? 
It is perhaps possible that some explanation of 
the unusual demonstration lies in the fact that 
no public man in this country has evér been 
sO atrociously slandered. Joined to the en- 
thusiasm which his name has always 
awakened, the sense of indignation at the out- 
rageous attacks upon him may accountina 
measure for the extraordinary uprising in his 
favor. It is perfect foily for any Democrats to 
claim that their line of policy has redounded to 
anything but the credit of Mr. Blaine. His 
reception gives the lie to their whole policy. 
Precautions will have to be taken during the 
remainder of Mr. Biaine’s trip to protect him 
in a measure from his friends, and orders 
have been given here today to have 
the New York Central track tomorrow 
policed so as to guard Mr. Blaine from 
being run over at the numerous stopping-places 
indicated in the program between bere and 
Syracuse. It he could be spared the hand- 
sbaking he could see all of the people who wish 
to see him, and would be able to endure the 
fatigue of the receptions of the next two weeks. 

Senator Plumb of Kansas, who is here, in- 
tends to go from this city to Ohio. He has 
already been pretty thoroughly through that 
State. Plumb is not inclined to be over- 
sanguine. When he first went into Maine be 
thougkt the Republican majority would not be 
more than 7,000. Heis ready to predict for 
Ohio a majority of 20,000. 


DAVID BELL. 
A TALK WITH A WITNESS OF THE 
MARRIAGE. 

Pirrsnond, Pa., Sept. 23.—([Special.|—The 
David Bell referred to by Mr. Blaine in his 
answer tothe Indianapolis Sentinel’s interrog- 
atories, as one of the witnesses of his marriage, 
is David W. Bell, a well-known lawyer of this 
city. Inan interview this morning he told 
what he knew of the marriage without any 
Y hesitancy, stating that since Mr. Blaine has 
published it, he felt at liberty to talk. The ac- 
count he gives of the marriage is this: I was 
sitting in my office on Fourth ave 
nue the evening of Mr. Blaine’s mar 
riage, when in came John Le Moyne, 
an old college friend of mine. He told 
me that he came at the request of Mr. James G. 
Blaine, a friend of his, who was going to be 
married at the parsonage of Dr. Bryan that 
evening, and asked if I would be preseut at the 
ceremony as one of the witnesses. Up to that 
time I don't think that I bad had any personal 
acquaintance with Mr. Blaine, though I had 
heard of him as a graduate of Washington and 
Jefferson College, where I had also graduate. 
I accompanied Mr. Le Moyne to Dr. Bry- 
an's parsonage, which, I think, was on 
Third avenue. I there met Mr. Blaine and 
Miss Harriet Stanwood. I do not remember 
who was there besides Mr. Le Moyne and my- 
self, but we were called into the parlor and 
shortly afterward the ceremony was per- 
formed. What took place after the ceremony 
I cannot recall, but I remember of going back 
to the office very soon afterward. I had been 
keeping a diary for several years, and when I 
returned to the office 1 made the following 
memorandum: Maren 29, 1851—Was witness 
at a ceremony in which James G. Blaine of 
Kentucky was united in the holy bonds of 
matrimony with Harriet Stanwood at 6:30 
o'clock in the evening.’ 

„This memorandum I have kept.“ continued 
Mr. Bell, and it is the only remiader I have 
or the ceremony.“ : 

“Did you know at that time, Mr. Bell, that 
there had deen a former marriage in Ken- 
tucky?” 

„ did not, as I now recollect. I thought no 
more about the matter, and if I had known of 
aformer marriage I think I would have had a 
better recollection of this one at this time.“ 

‘*Were you enjoined to secrecy in the mat- 
ter? 

“I think not. At least I don’t think that 
Mr. Blaine mentioned it to me, though I may 
have thought at the time that it was a secret 
ceremony, and very likely I did, as I never 
made any mention of it since. Isawan ac- 
count of the Pittsburg marriage a few weeks 
ago, nearly as it occurred, but as my name was 
not mentioned as one of the witnesses I did 
not feel called upon to prociaim wy knowledge 
of the matter. I don't see now that it makes 
any difference.” 

‘Did you ever have any conversation with 
Mr. Biaine since the ceremony in Pittsburg?” 

Ves, but it was on business entirely differ- 
ent from this matter. I was called to see Mr. 
Blaine at the Monongahela House once since 
then on a matter of The marriage 
did not come up in our conversation. I don’t 
remember that I ever met Mr. Blaine since that 
time.

GEN. LOGAN. 
GREETED BY 50,000 PEOPLE AT AKRON. 

Akon O., Sept. 23.—|Special.|—The enor 
mous crowds that have gathered in Northwest- 
ern Ohio to greet Gen. Logan are significant of 
the swelling tide of Republicanism on the 
Western Reserve. The meeting at Akron to- 
day was probably the largest of the series. It 
was a success in spite of committees whose 
work was so poorly done that no provision had 
been made for the accommodation of the great 
stream of people that poured in from every 
direction. Between 40,000 and 50,000 people 
assembled here. Gen. Logan arrived from Can- 
ton at 10 o'clock, accompanied by Congressman 
William M. McKinley, Jr., and was driven to the 
home of Lewis Miller, whose guest he is during 
his stay here. Mr. Miller is the inventor of the 
Buckeye mower and reaper, Superintendent of 
their works, which employ 1,200 to 1,500 men, 
President of the Chautauqua Lake Assembly. 
and four years ago was the Democratic candi- 
date for Congress against the Hon. James 
Monroe. He was formerly & Republican, and 
bas returned now to the party of his first polit- 
ical activity. At 11 o'clock, though it was 
threatenmg _— rain, the precession was 
formed, which was variously estimated 
at 6,000 to 8,000 strong. There were 
uniformed clubs and delegations from Canton, 
Alliance, Massillon, Cleveland, Youngstown, 
Warren, Ravenna, Kent, and various other 
places. The procession was magnificent in its 
marching display, and was followed by a cred- 
able tradesmen’s display, some of the floats 
bemg remarkably fine. As Gen. Logan rode 
through the streets be was repeatedly cheered. 
The procession moved to Fountain Park, about 
a mile from the city, where a novelty in cam- 
paigning was introduced. A huge tent, capa- 
ble of holding 6,000 people, was prepared for 
night use. Electric lights had been planted in a 
convenient locality,dnd under its folds the 
companies marched, until no more could be ac- 
commodated. The park was full of peopie who 
could not secure even standing-room in the 
tent. The scene inside was a very lively one. 
A stage with capacity for 200 guests was erected 
at one side and adorned with hot-house plants, 
flags and banners being under its ampie folds. 
Song-books were distributed by the thousand, 
and the speaking was interspersed with singing 
by the Akron and Alliance Clubs and by the 
audience itself, under direction of Prof. N. Coe 
Stewart of Cleyeland. The rain that finaliy 
fell did notdisturb the meeting in the least, 
owing to the excellence of the canvas. 

THE SPEECHES IN THE AFTERNOON. 

The audience in the tent changed completely 
in character as the speaking progressed, the 
tired Knights dropping out andjinterested ci ti- 
zens taking their places. Not less .than 12, 
or 15,000 were thus able to hear the different 
speeches. The addresses of the day were by 
Gen. James A. Beaver of Pennsylvania, 
who confined himself to an appeal for Maj. 
McKinley's election to Congress. The Hon. 
E. B. Taylor, the successor of Garfield in Con- 
gress, followed in a review of the Democratic 
pretense of friendship to the soldiers. He 
showed that only one bill bas passed a Demo- 
cratic House— ears-of- 

that ſt became 7 & 80 epublican 
vute, with a few Democrats acquiescing, and 
by tue action of a Republican Senate and 
President. Speaking of the coustant and un- 
disputed assertion that Democratic money was 
being used in the district, he said that the man 
who sells his vote should be forever disfran- 
chised; the man who would buy should be sent 
to the penitentiary or to perdition.

You 
have a great agricultural State. In 1882 you 
produced more wheat iu a single county 
than all the New England States 
together produced. You have twelve qmanu- 
facturing counties and seventy-six agricultural 
counties, In 1876 in the agricaiturail counties 
the value of the product was. $98,000,000; in 
the twelve manufacturing counties it was 
$249,000,000. The product in these twelve 
counties was brought about by the law of 1861, 
signed by Abraham Lincoln—known as the 
protective tariff law.“ It bas created this 

vast product, the manufacture of which has 
enabled the agricultural product to be con- 
sumed at home.“ The General continued the 
argument for protective tariff made in 
previous speeches, arraigned the war and 
peace history of the Democratic party, and 
closed with an appeal for the votes of the peo- 
ple against wildcat currency and free-trade 
Democracy.” The speakyng of the afternoon 
was closed by a stirring address from Gen. 
William H. Gibson, Ohio’s great National 
orator. :

An incident of importance in the Con- 
gressional contest in this district took place at 
the close of the afternoon meeting today. The 
East Liverpool potters, 800 strong, sent Mr. R.

Tonight in spite of drizzhng rain a torchlight 
procession of from 2,000 to 3,000 men was 
formed and marched to Assembly Hall, where 
speeches were made by ex-Congressman Mo- 
Clure and Gen. William H. Gibson.

Then, 
when the doors were swung open at 7:38 
o'clock, the crowd surged in, overfiowed the 
main body of the hall, and filled the gallery, so 
that standing room was to be found only on the 
edges. Over 2,000 of the 2,600 members of the 
club were present. Just as W. H. Nichols. 
President of the club, stepped upon the 
platform to call the meeting to order & 
gentieman by the name of Porter leaued out 
over the railing of the gallery and, weving bis 
hat above his tiead, proposed three cbeers for 
James G. Blaine. The crowd rose as one man 
and shouted for Blaine. Then Logan was 
given three and a tiger, and from that moment 
the name of Blaine was greeted with applause 
every time that it was heard in the hall. 

- DISCUSSING THE RESOLUTIUN. 

The Secretary, James 8. Case, read th@report 
of the Executive and Advisory Committees, 
the substance of which has beea 
The main point was the submiasion of fol- 
lowing resolution, recommended by the Execu- 
tive Committee by a vote of 11 to 2, and the 
Advisory Committee by 9 to 8: 

Resolved, That in view of the evident and serious 
@ifferences within the club as to the indorsement of

Commmtees differing from the policy of the 
club will piace their resignations before the 
club, but nis may be promptiy made 
for the successful prosecution of any poiic 

dete: mined upon by the club — 

Alfred T. White moved the adoption of the 
report, but Mr. & W. Woodruff it. 
The majority of the club, he said, voted to hold 
this meeting, not for the purpose ot discussing 
local issues, but to discuss the Presidential 
question. There was much disturbance 
ait this juncture, and Mr. Woodruff, sec- 
ing the temper of the meeting. at once 
asked if they wapted the question then. It 
was called for loudly, and he at once resigned 
the floor for the question. The question put 
was as to adopting the resolution as to Lhe or- 
der of procedure recommended by the com- 
mittees. It was lost by an over- 
wheiming vote, not more than 100 voting 
for it. The applause became uproarious 
and men ali over the hall rose and waved thoir 
hats enthusiastically, shouting down the bisses 
that arose at the side of the hall. The vote 
being questioned, the Chairman again put it 
on a rising vote, and when the overwheiming 
vote defeating the motion was seen a general 
laugh ran around the hall, and the Chairman, 
with a touch of irony, announced: I think 
the Chair is justified in stating that the vote 
has n lost. 

COMING INTO THE BLAINE CAMP. 

Mr. W. H. Williams, who had originally op- 
posed taking part in the general campaign, 
made a lengthy speech indorsing such action.

Au attempt was made to drag in the Mulligan 
letters, but the confusion was so great that 
nothing could be heard but the uproar. Then 
there was @ shout for the question. Mr. White's 
amendment, calling upon the club to oppose 
Mr, Blaine. was put. The nase 
arose in a warm and cheered mad- 
ly. The amendment was declared lost. The 
main quesuoum wag then vailled for, and after 
one or two interruptions the (hairman read the 
resolution of Mr. Williams approving the nomi- 
nations of Mr. Blaine and Mr. Logan and call- 
ing upon the Executive Advisory Committees 
to act in accordance therewith. ‘The resolution 
was carried amid great enthusiasm. A cum- 
paign fund of $5,000 was subscribed and a 
committee was appointed to present the reso- 
lutions of the club to Mr. Blaine.

MASSACHUSETTS. 
THE NEW REGISTRATION LAW. 
Boston, Mass., Sept. 28.—] Special.] Reports 
from all parts of the State indicate that a cer- 
tain proportion of the voters do not take kind- 
ly to the workings ot the new registration, aud 
in some cases say that they will lose their votes 
rather thap fulfill the new requirements, This 
is especially true in cases where che persons 
have voted for many years, and their right to 
vote is unquestionabie, but the Rewistrars, 
either from a misunderstanding of the law or 
because some of. the returns required by law 
are not Otherwise 30 readily available, 
have deciined to enter the names 
without a personal appearance, or 
at least written replies to certain questions 
asked by circular-ietter. The trouble seems to 
be confined to the esma)ier towns where fraudu- 
lent yoting bas been unknown, and the citi- 
zens do not réaliize what opportunities for 
traud the old system afforded in the cities and 
larger towns. Even under the pew law too 
littie care is exercised by the Registrars in 
some cases, and ingtapoes have already been 
discovered » Lere the names of de en and 
yersons never naturalized have been put on 
lista, simply because they voted last year. 
t is belleved, however, that as e.ection-day ap- 
proaches and the merits and need of the law 
becomes better understood, the friction will 
wear away and that no considerable reduction 
of the total vote will be affected by it.

THE CIVIL-BERVICE ACT CONSTRUED BY PROF. 
GREGORY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 23.—Prof. Gregory 
of the Oivil-Service Commission has written a 
long letter upon the subject of politica) asseas- 
ments, the chicf points of which are contained 
in the followipg extracts: ‘he grand intent 
of those sections of the Civyil-Service act which 
relate to contributions for political purposes 
was twofold: First. to prevent the use of Gov- 
ernment places and Government funds as forces 
to control eleetions; and, second, to protect 
the Government employés from com- 
pulsory contributions to political funds. The 
Governmemt clerk is employed to work for the 
people and not for party, and his pay comes 
from the people and not from his party. What 
be earns is therefore bis own, and it ig the 
grossest tyranny to extort from bim any part 
of his earnings by threat of removal or by 
promise of promotion. The clerk, outside his 
cierkship, is still a citizen, and as a citizen has 
a common interest with all good citizens ia the 
progress and weiiare of his country; the 
common right to vote and express his 
opinions; to form associations with those of 
like opinions, and to use his mouey, in ail law- 
Tul ways, to propagate his opinions. A6 an 
officer or employee of the Government he is 
strictly under the authority of Concress in all 
bis official work and relation, and must not 
violate any one of the four prohibitions of the 
Civil-Service act. But away, outside of his 
officiai life and relations, beyond the realm of 
his duties to the Government, and beyond 
his connections with Governmental people 
and places, be becomes a simple citizen, and 
has all the duties, interests, and rights of his 
fellow-citizens not in public employ. The in- 
terpretation of the Civii-Bervice law is easy 
and the path of duty required by itis plain to 
ali who will honestly regard its two grand aims: 
(1) Absolute defense of the bailot-box from all 
corrupt or corrupting official influence; (2) he 
protection of Governmeut officials from po- 
liticai assessments. These two great public de- 
mands of the law must and will be tally and 
fairiy eutorced,

BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


Sensational Developments <n the 
‘' Newcomb-Buchanan Failure 
in Louisville. 


Mr. Streicher of Friedman & Co., Chi- 
cago Jewelers, Declares He 
Was Taken In. 


The Liabilities of Fawcett, the Oanada 
Banker, About Half a Million 
Other Embarrassments. 


NEWCOMB-BUCHANAN. 
DEVELOPMENTS OF A SENSATIONAL, CHARACTER 
IN THE LOUISVILLE FAILURE. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 23.—The develop- 
ments this afternoon in the assignment of the 
Newcomb-Buchanan Company were of a sen- 
sational nature. Heretofore assignments of 
the company were considered as formal peti- 
tons for an extension of time in which to take 
up their paper. This time the assigninent is 
‘made general, and Mr. George W. Norris 
named as assignee to make a final. disposition 
of all tne property of the partners for the 
benefit of the creditors. Very little sensa- 
tion was occasioned, the predominant 
feeling being one of regret that the firm had 
gone under. George C. and Andrew Buchanan 
left the city Sunday, leaving no clew to their 
whereabouts. It was then suspicion of crooked- 
ness was first aroused and rumors set afloat. 
The rumors today say the firm has made im- 
proper use of money sent them by customers to 
pay tax on whisky which they had soid. An- 
other is that they have bypethecated receipts 
tor whisky out of bond which did not represent 
the goods described upon the face of those re- 
ceipts. Rumors first took tangible form this 
afternoon, when Mr. George W. Norris, the as- 
signee of the company, resigned and turned 
the entire business over to the Fidelity Trust 
Company. The cause, it is said, of this step on 
the part ot Mr. Norris was the findimg of affairs 
in such a complicated condition as to cause 
great trouble in straightening them out. 

DISCOV ERLES. 

It is said the accounts of the firm are in 
much worse condition than the most despond- 
ent creditors ever supposed. Holders of re- 
ceipts immediately rushed to the Collector's 
office to see if duplicates had been made, and it 
is positively stated, but not by the Internal- 
Revenue Department, that a $1,000 bonded 
warehouse receipt has been discovered which 
has been duplicated. That this is a pointer 
that may lead to others of a like character is 
an important elemeut in the search being 
made into the affairs of the company by the 
trust company. 

When the last arrangement with the trustee 
was made complete control of the business was 
placed in the hands of the partners of the firm. 
There was an advisory committee appointed, 
but they were seldom, if ever, consulted by the 
firm. It will therefore be seen that the firm 
had power to issue duplicate receipts. whether 
they did so or not. It has been ascertained 
that they have been in the habit of borrowing 
money in Boston. Therefore, until outsiders 


are heard from it will be impossible to lay bare 


| the whole story. 


A gentieman who has had intimate business 
and personal relations with both members of 
the firm and is in a position to anow positively 
what be asserts tobe true said to a reporter: 

Lou may safely say that indications are 
that George and Andrew have joined Payne, 
and Viley, and Eno, and the rest of them in 
Canada. The theory of suicide will not do, 
for surely both partners did not become insane 
at the same moment, and neither is to be 
found. There is no index except to crooked- 
ness and flight: from the law.“ 

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 


The assets of the Buchanans are immense, 
but cannot be made immediately available. 
The liabilities are unknown: Sept. 1 they bad 
in their warehouse 70,862 barrels of whisky, 
some of the very finest quality. Of this amount 
possibly 1,500 barrels have been removed this 
month. There are at least 67,000 barrels left. It 
would be hard to estimate tne worth of this great 
amount of valuable goods. The Buchanans 
bad nearly 3,000 barrels coming out of bond be- 
tween now and next Saturday. The tax on 
this amount of goocs is $98,000. This sum 
the Buchanans were unable to meet, 
and this is saidto have been the immediate 
cause of the assignment. The banks which 
bold receipts for the above property will see 
that it is not confiscated for the tax by the 
Government. The first assignment, in March, 
1878, amounted to only a suspension. At that 
time the liabilities were $1,630.000. The Bu- 
“chanans included in the assignment about 
$500,000 of personal property which was ex- 
empt from creditors. An extension was 
granted, and until 1882 the company was 
successful in the operation and discharged 
about one-fifth of the liabilities. Another as- 
signment was made; this time the debts of the 
firm $1,600,000, with a total value 
of assets of $230,000. The assignee, in order 
to get at the facts in the case, sent out for pub- 
lication a notice saying: 

“it is urgently requested that all persons 
holding warehouse receipts for whiskies, 
whether as purchasers or holders of coilaterais, 
send the same to some trusted agert of their 
own section, that the same may be at once ex- 
amined and registered. 

THE FAMILY'S IGNORANCE. 


Mr. Geonge C. Buchanan Jr. was seen at the 
family residence late this afternoon. He 
earnestly denied all knowledge of the where- 
abouts of bis father. He protested that the 
family is as ignorant on that point as the pub- 
lic. Referring to the theory that his father had 
committed suicide he said he thought ita silly 
one, and that they do not give it any credence 
whatever. 


THE FRIEDMAN FAILURE. 
MR. STREICHER-DECLARES HE WAS TAKEN

Friedman and Bachrach, the men who took 
possession under & chattel mortgage, have 
very much misrepresented him in the story 
given to the public. He says he wus doing a 
satisfactory business in jewelry at No. 167 
West Madison street until Jan 1, when Fried- 
man, professing to be worth $100,000, tempted 
him to forma partnership for extending the 
trade; that the tirm opened up at No. 182 
West Madison street with a capital of $15,000, 
$8,000 of which was put in by himself (Streich- 


er); that Friedman-began drawing systematic- 
ally on the firm to pay off other 
debts which he bad contracted in his 
clothing business, and insisted on Streicher 
sell goods at any: price to raise the money; 
that 6ventuaily Friedman induced Streicher to 
dissolve partnership and leave the firm, taking 
stock in payment for bis invested capital: that 
the firm was legally dissolved Sept. 18, and the 
same duly advertised; that Friedman there- 
upon gave chattel mortgages to his brother 
Solomon and to his brother-in-law Bachrach on 
both the clothing aud jewelry firms for the ex- 
press purpose of leaving notbing for the cred- 
itors, and that when he (Streicher) leit the 
firm the 18th inst. there were assets enough to 
cover all liabilities, o far as the jew- 
elry store was concerned. He that 
Friedman's total liabilities will reach $160,000 
and makes some sweeping charges ing 
the manner in which the assets have been dealt 
with for the alleged purpose of leaving littie 
for the creditors.

FAWCETT'S FAILURE. 
A STATEMENT BY THE LONDON BANKER. 

Lonpon, Ont., Sept. 23.+-(Special.|—In an 
interview with Mr. Fawcett the following was 
elicited regarding the affairs of the banks in 
which be is deeply interested and with 
which his name is intimately associated. In 
the course of conversation the reporter in- 
quired as to the amount of the liabilities of the 
estate. Mr. Fawcett said: 

**I cannot state definitly the total amount, 
but at a rough guess they cannot be far short 
of $800,000 or $900,000. That estimate includes 
the liabilities of the eight agencies in which I 
am largely interested, and a number of smaller 
ones scattered throughout the West.“ 

How about the assets!“ 

“IT feel satisfied that the assets are far in ad- 
vance of the amounts named, although, of 
course, if the estate be forced into liquidation 
and placed in the hands of an assignee some of 
the securities held would not realize their face 
value. That is invariably the case; but I am 
confident the estate, if properly handled, would 
| pay dollar for dollar.“ 

Have you any idea of the sums deposited in 
the different agencies?” ~ 

**] have not had an opportunity of ascertain- 
ing even ah approximate estimate of the de- 
posits, but since the Federal Bank diffi- 
culty tte shrinkage in nearly all the 
agencies has been very large. 
to this many farmers have been forced 
to withdraw the money held. by us 
to meet expenses which they would not, had 
the times been good, have done, and of course 
private banks, not having the benefit of circu- 
lation, could not ease up or circumvent impend- 
ing disaster.“ 

How many of these agencies were you in- 
terested in more particularly?“ 

was principally interested inthe Watford, 
Wyoming, Arkona, Alvinston, and Millbrook 
Agencies, and was in company with Mr. Smith 
in the Thornbury Ageucy, in the Dresden, 
Mitehell, Thamesville, and other agencies. 
Besides these I held an interest in several smal! 
affairs througbout the Western country.” 

CAUSE OF THE COLLAPSE. 

“To what, in addition to the causes stated, 
do you attribute this unfortunate condition of 
affairs?”’ 

Well. it is due, in my opinion, principally 
to the dullness of the cattle trade, in which 
the different agencies were very largely inter- 
ested. Many of the dealers have been unable 
to dispose of their stock at remunerative 


the spring, thinking that better figures would 
be obtained this fall for them, but the ship- 
ments to England have not proved as success- 
ful as had been anticipated, and the conse 
quence us tant we were unable to make the 
collections expected from these sources. In 
fact, collections have been extremely dull ail 
over. The same dullness has been felt by 
wholesale and reiail merchants in this par- 
ticular. Then again, although the season's 
crops are, on the whole, good, farmers have 
not as yet realized upon their produce, and 
many other mutters of a like nature have con- 
spired to bring matters to this crisis.“ 

Lou think the estate is solvent and 
realize well if properly looked after?”’ 

“iI do. Iam almost sure that the assets wili 
be largely in excess of the debts owing by the 
different agencies, and that if a compromise is 
not effected it will pay dollar for dollar.“ 

Have any steps been taken to place the es- 
tate in liquidation as yet?“ 

Not yet. I have been so busily engaged 
today with matters pertaining to the different 
agencies that I have not been able to give that 
question the consideration its impor- 
tance warrants. In a day or two at the 
farthest the bank authorities no doubt wil) 
act, or I may place the estate in the hands of 
the assignee to wind up. I have not as yet de- 
cided upon the action to be taken in this re- 
spect.” 

“Are the discounts carried by the different 
agencies given in the evening papers correct?“ 

It gives the average at $60,000, I see. Yes, 
that is about the amount on the average, but 
some of them must be carrying even larger 
amounts than that. Some of our ac- 
counts went up as high as $100,- 
000. One in August, a transaction 
in cheese, was over that amount, and the 
agencies had a large number of these accounts. 
It is my wish that the public should know as

EFFECT IN MONTREAL—OTHER BANKS INTER- 
ESTED. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 23.—|Special.]—The 
failure of Mr. Fawcett, the well-known private 
banker of London. Ont., which is just reported, 
bas had the effect of depressing our local 
stock market, Bank of Montreal having fallen 
five and a half points since yesterday mornihg. 
Reports telegraphed appear, however, to be very 
much exaggerated as to the probable losses. 
Mr. Smithers, President of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, states that the liabilities, according to 
the best information he had received, would 
only amount toa half the sum mentioned 
namely: about $400,000, or at the outside 
some $500,000. So far as the Bank of 
Montreal was oOconcerned the liabilities 
were all covered by ordinary business paper. 
and the loss would be very slight indeed. Mr. 
Hague, general mavagerof the Merchants’ 
Bank, confirmed the statement made by Mr. 
Smithers, aud said that he was in a posi- 
tion to know that the amount held on 
deposit by Fawcett could not exceed $30,000. 
By a balance-shert furnished a ycar ago the de- 
posits at that time represented $40,000, and 
since then they have been very much reduced. 
He believed the direct liabilities would be less 
than $50,000, and paper rediscounted by the 
Merchants’ and the Bank of Montreal was more 
than covered by excellent collateral. On the 
street, bowever, it is said that both banks are 
in for over $200,000, and that the failure Will 
exteud to several other concerns in the West. 


NEW TORK. 
CHARLES A. MINTON. 

New York, Sept. 28.— [Special. I— The sus- 
pension of Mr. Charles A. Minton whs an- 
nounced in the Stock Exchange today, greatly 
to the surprise of most of the members. Mr. 
Minton has not been an active operator in the 
stock market for several years, but he is 
known and liked by nearly every member of 
the exchange. He had no contracts in the 
exchange, his present embarrassment being 
caused by his inability to pay a judgment ob- 
, tained on an old claim against him. When 
the firm of Garasche & Minton failed 
in 1864 Mr. Minton assumed the ob- 
ligations, which amounted to about $120,000. 
He has since paid off about $100,000 of these 
debts, and says that he would have paid all 
other claims had they been presented. Re- 
cently the unpaid obligations came into the 
possession of a lawyer who sued Mr. Minton 
and obtained judgment on them. Not being 
able to satisfy the judgmegt. Mr. Minton was 
obliged under the rules of ti exchange to an- 
nounce his insolvency. It is an unsettied legal 
question whether his seat in the exchange can 
or cannot be attached to discharge an obliga- 
tion to an outsider.

MONTGOMERY'S MARRIAGE. 


An Aged Pioneer and Capitalist Says 
He Was Bulidozed by the Bride's 
Sisters. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 23.—[Special.|— 
Alexander Montgomery, a pioneer and capital- 
ist, has begun suit against Elizabeth Green, 
alias Elizabeth A. Montgomery, as plaintiff calls 
her, for a dissolution of marriage on the 
ground of the peculiar circumstances througn 
which it is alleged the marriage took place. 
His story is as follows: Montgomery is an old 
capitalist, lends money to farmers at 3 per 
cent, and owns a great deal of land in Colusa 
County. Six years ago he became acquainted 
with Elizabeth, employed in a dressmaking es- 
tabiishment in the Town of Colusa. In a short 
time they became engaged, but the marriage, 
set tor November, 1878, failed to come off, and 
the day was postponed from time to time. In 
July, 1882, the woman took up her residence at 
Oakland, where a second child was born, and 
she thought it time for the aged money-lender 
to make good his promise, which he now re- 
fused to do. 

Lizzie’s two sisters determined to bring the 
old man to terms, and the evening of the 28th 
of last month secured the services of the Rev. 
Francis Horton, a Presbyterian, to officiate, 
everybody except the groom being ready. It 
is alleged by complainant that the two sisters 
came into his room, placed cocked revolvers 
to bis head, and told him unless hoe consented 
to the marriage he would be instantly Killed. 
Fearing their threats would be carried into ex- 
ecution, he says, he consented, and his visitors 
withdrew from the room; that in a short time 
they returned, armed with their revoivers, and 
accompanied by the Kev. Mr. Horton, who 
was to perform the ceremony. Montgomery 
was stillin fear that, should he refuse to give 
his assent to the marriage, he would be killed, 
and he got up and sat on the edge of the bed. 
In great trepidation he clasped the bride's hand 
as directed, and sat through the ordeal! while 
he was being united to the pretty milliner, who 
had, six years ago, excited his admiration. 
When he was asked the question. Do you take 
this woman to be your lawfully-wedded wife 
before God and man? he answered in such 
an inaudible tone that he could not be heard 
across the bed. One of the bridesmaid’s wit- 
nesses and revolver-fiourishers put the ques 
tion to him again, and he answered in a louder 
voice, fearing that, should he not be understood, 
the result might be the loes of bis life. Acting 
under the same duress be walked over to the 
bureau and signed papers, of the con- 
tents of which, it is claimed, he is 
ignorant. The preacher and attendants 
then withdrew, and he went back 
to bed. As soon as he was able he left the 
house and came to this city and secured the 
services of two lawyers. Under their advice 
he filed a suit in Alameda County for the an- 
nulment of the marriage. 

The Rey. Mr. Horton, in aninterview with a 
Chronicle reporter, stated that, while he did not 
consider the marriage to have been compul- 
sory, notwithstanding the exhibition of re- 
volvers during the ceremony, it might have 
been performed in an atmospbere of coercion, 
but inasinuch as the man, promptly said Yes" 
at No proper time the marriage was legal and 
valid. 0

The Transcontinental Association 


Accepts Important Parts of the 
New Agreement. 


Freight and Passenger Percentages in 
the Pool—New Schedule for Ne- 
braska Traffic, 


The Western Complications—Milwaukee's 
Complaint—Out in Eastern Rates Ex- 
pected—A Timely Circular, 


Yesterday’s Work by the Transconti- 
nental Association—The Percentages 
of Freight and Passenger Business 
to Go into the Pool. 

The Transcontinental Association held an- 

other meeting at the Grand Pacific yesterday 

to complete the new pooling agreement. The 
work was not entirely completed, some of the 

General Maungers not being present, and an- 

other general meeting will be held before the 

new agreement will be finally adopted. Some 
of the most difficult questions were disposed of 
yesterday. The territory to be pooled and the 
division of freight and passenger traffic from 

Eastern points via New Orleans and by the 

direct routes were definitly agreed upon. The 

provisions were substantially as published in 

THe TRipuNe heretofore. It was also 

agreei that the contributions to the 

pool on passenger business shall be made on 
the basis of 90 per cent of the minimum agreed 
regular and special rates used locally between 

Council Bluffs and Kansas City, and the same 

destination or starting point in the/Western 

pool territory, except on business between 


Europe and Texas—Pacific ports, on which 
actual earnings accruing west of Council 


Bluffs—on such business via that point—shall 


be the basis of contributions to the pool by all 
lines, it bemg understood that no allowance 
shall be made to any line for passenger busi- 
ness carried in excess of its allowance.’’ Con- 
tributions to the pool on freight business shall 
be as follows from the various Eastern points: 
New York, 66 per cent; Pittsburg, 74 per cent: 
Cincinnati, 77 per cent; Cleveland, 80 per cent; 
Chicaxo, 85 per cent; St. Louis, 87% per cent. 

In regard to the subsidy to be paid to the 
Northern Pacific, it was decided to take no 
definit action until the Oregon Short Line has 
been completed and opened for business. 


The question whether emigrants should be 


carried on regular express trams, and other 
matters about which there is a difference of 
opinion, is to be considered and acted upon 
today. 


Poor Prospects for a Settlement of the 

Western Railroad Complications. 

A last effort to settle the Western complica- 
tions, especially those relating to the Utah and 
Colorado traffic, will be made today. The 
General Managers and General Freight Agents 
of the various roads interested are to reas- 
semble at the Grand Pacific this morning to 
find out whether a compromise can be effected, 
To carry out successfully the arrangements 
already made in regard to the California and 
Nebraska traffic it ig necessary that similar 
agreements should be made regarumg the 
Colorado and Utah traffic. If those affairs can- 
not be adjusted it is more than probable that 
the work already done will have been in vain. 
So far as can be learned the prospects 
for an adjustmeut of the difficulties have not 
improved. It looks as if matters had grown 
worse since last week's meetings. General- 
Manager Robinson of the Santa Fé, who re- 
turned to the city yesterday, states that his 
backbone has not experienced the least relaxa- 
tion of its rigidity since last week, and that he 
will insist upon the annulment ot those por- 
tions of the tripartite contract that affect the 
Santa Fé interest. The tripartite roads are not 
likely to make such concession, as it wouid 
necessitate the abandonment ot the whole 
agreement. President Cable of the Kock 
Island is reported to have said to a 
New York reporter that bis company 
would insist upon-the Union Pacific carrying 
out the tripartite agreement, the stockholders 
had voted in favor of it, and it was his duty to 
see that itis carried out. As Mr. Cable has 
gone to New York to consult with the directors 
of his company on this matter, the above re- 
mark seems to iadicate that Mr. Cable has the 
full support of the directors of his company, 
and that the tripartite lines will make no fur- 
ther concessions, be the result what it may. 
Under these circumstances it is hard to see 
how anything can be done at today’s meeting. 
It is learned that some of the managers will not 
be able to be here today, and for this reason 
it is quite probable that the meet- 
ing will adjourn without taking any 
action until tomorrow, by which time Mr. 
Cable will also be back from New York. The 
importance of the affairs under consideration 
has been generally underestimated. No rail- 
road-meeting was ever held where there were 
so many important lines interested. Those 
roads combined control nearly 44,000 miles of 
track, and embrace ali lines between Chicago, 
St. Louis, and the Pacfiic coast. According to 
Poor's Manual the entire railroad mileage in 
the United States at the end of 1888 was 121,- 
592 miles. It will therefore be seen that the 
roads interested in these Western complica- 
tions control over one-third of all the railroad 
mileage in this country. 


Fixing Up New Tariffs on Nebraska 
Business. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads in- 
terested in the Nebraska business were again 
in session yesterday to arrange new tariffs in 
accordance with the bew temporary agree- 
ment made last week. The time of the fore- 
noon session was consumed fn arranging tariffs 
on competitive business from junction points 
in Nebraska. The rates agreed upon differ but 
little from those in effect before the tripartite 
combination was formed. 

During the afternoon the General Freight 
Agents of the roads interested only in the local 
Nebraska traffic met to agree upon local rates. 
There were present P. P. Shelby of the Union 
Pacific, Thomas Miller of the Burlington & 
Missouri River, Mr. Moorhouse of the Sioux 
City and Pacific, and F. B. Clark of the St. 
Paul & Omaha. Rates were agreed upon with- 
out much difficulty. A resolution was passed 
that rates from St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Min- 
nesota Transfer should be the same to Council 
Biuffs, Omaha, Fremont, Norfolk, and other 
Nebruska points reached by the St. Paul & 
Omaha and Siovx City & Pacific as the rates to 
those points from Chicago. 

It is the general opinion that owing to the 
general stagnation in business the roads are 
making a mistake in restormg former rates. 
The present condition of business affairs does 
not warrant such high rates, as they will tend 
to place an embargo upon shipments and must 
necessarily tend to new complications between 
the roads. As the new rates will not de put in 
effect until Oct. 1, itis quite probable that if 
the roads find out that a mistake bas been made 
a general reduction will be made by that time. 


Eastern Freight and Passenger Com- 
plications—An Immediate Reduction 
in Rates Anticipated. 

The Joint Executive Committee wasin ses- 
sion in New York yesterday for the purpose, it 
is understood, of considering the existing com- 
plications regarding Eastern freight and passen- 
ger business. It being generally admitted that 
east-bound freight rates are not maintained, it 
was believed that the Joint Executive Commit- 
tee would order a general reduction in rates; 
but up to a late hodr last evening no advices 
that a reduction had been agreed upon had 
come to hand. It is considered quite certain, 
however, that a reduction in rates will be made, 
as this is the only way by which a general col- 
lapse of the pooling agreements can be 
avoided. 

The passenger situation is even worse than 
the freight. None of the roads sell tickets at

Milwaukee Not Entitled to the Same 


Kast-Bound Freight Rates as Chi- 
_ cago. ' 

The Chicago Rate Committee, composed of 
the freight representatives of the roads run- 
ning east and southeast from Chicago to points 
covered by the Middle and Western States 
classification, met yesterday to consider the 
demands of the Milwaukee merchants that the 
same rates should be made on business from 
Milwaukee to Middle and Western States points 
as from Chicago. The committee was in Mil- 
waukee Monday and listened to the arguments 
of the Milwaukee people. It was the 
opinion of most of those present at 
the meeting that there was no 
good reason why the same rates should not 
be made from Milwaukee as from Chicago. 
The Milwaukee people claim that as Chicago 
gets the same rates on Northwestern business, 
Milwaukee ought to have the same rates on 
Eastern and Southeastern business. The rail- 
roail officials, bowever, thought that as the 
rate’ are all based on Chicago, it would greatiy 
complicate matters if the request of the Mil- 
waukee people was granted. While Chicago 
has direct lines to Northwestern points that do 
not run via Milwaukee, and is therefore en- 
titled to the same rates as Milwaukee, business 
tothe East and Southeast from Milwaukee 
must all go vin Chicago: consequently there 
would be no charge for the hau! between Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee if the reqnest of the Mil- 
waukee merchants was granted. No definit 
action in the matter, however, was taken, and 
the subject will be further discussed at a sub- 
sequent meeting. 


A Timely Circular by the General 
Manager of the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk. 

Mr. W. J. Spicer, General Manager of the 
Chicago & Grand Trunk, has issued a timely 
circular to agents, operators, switchmen, and 
train-men. If the managers of other roads 
were to imitate the example set by Mr. Spicer 
train accidents would be of less frequent oc- 
currence. The circular follows: 


Within the last few days the newspapers 
have recorded a large number of train casual- 
ties, collisions, ete., some of a very serious 
nature, on different roads east, west, and south 


of us, and such casualties have generally re-, 


suited from inattention to reruiations and or- 
ders. We cannot expect to escape like trouble if 
all hands individually and collectively do not 
determine to obey to the letter the rules, regu- 
lations, and specia) orders that are issued for 
safe working. Pray be on your guard every 
moment you are on duty, exercise the utmost 
caution in sending, receiving, copying, and 
carrying out train, orders, and make sure that 
the proper train is secured before replying to 
a erossing or detention order. Work 
signals and switches promptiy and carefully. 
See that they are kept in good order. Engines 
with or without trains should approach signals 
cautiously, prepared to stop short. so as to avoid 


either collisions or runs off. Keep switches prop- 


erly set and safely secured. Be patient with 
new hands, and do all you can to instruct them 
in their duties; question and caution them 
frequently, as a check upon forgetfulness and 
inexperience, Impress upon every one the ne- 
cessity of making safety the first consideration 
at all times. Accept no chances and never act 
on supposition. Have uo mau on your staff, 
either at stations, switches, or on trains, whe 
indulges in drink. Men in railway service who 
are addicted to tippling cannot be depended 
upoa. :

BISHOP OBERLY’S TARIFF TRACT. 

Bishop Oberly, the head of the Democratic 
Church in LDlinois, is just now engaged in 
missionary, vuigarly knuwn as ‘‘ campaign,” 
work. Heisissning a large number of tracis 
under the title of the Little Hatchet Serien,“ 
each copy of which is decorated with an ap- 
propriate device and the motto. Tell the 
Truth.” We regret to say that the good 
‘Bishop does not comply with his own text. 
For instance, he has published recently what 
is put forth as the Reply of Joseph Medill, 
„editor of Tur Cuicaco Trisune, Blaine's 
‘* principal Western newspaper organ, to 
„ Biaine’s letter of acceptance.” The natural 
inference from this title, and the meaning 
which the pious and learned Bishop evidently 
intended to convey, is, that Tar Tumor 
had a controversy with Mr. Blaine concern- 
ing his letter of acceptance, Asa matter of 
fact, the tract proves te be a reprint of an 
address delivered by the editor of THe 
TRIBUNE at the invitation of the American 
Agricultural Association, which met in Chi- 
cago about two years ago. 

We submit that a godly man like Bishop 
Oberly, in a series of tracts ostentatiously 
parading the truth as a motto, should not re- 
sort to plain mendacity of this sort nor to 
suppression of dates. It can scarcely fail to 
bring into contempt the Democratic religion 
and the prelates who are running it, includ- 
ing the good Bishop himself. 

Aside from the prevarication pointed out, 
the circulation of the address in question may 
be of advantage to the Democratic farmers 
in throwing some light upon the tariff ques- 
tion for which they will search in vain in 
their own party platform, and in vain im- 
portune their party candidates or leaders. 
There are some facts in connection with it, 
however, which they shouid also know, but 
which we fear Bishop Oberly will not com- 
municate to them.

Tie TRIBUNE approved it as a long step in 
the right direction, and expressed the hope 
that the succeeding Democratic Congress 
would take up the good work of revision and 
reform and carry it farther. 
Oberly neglects te tell his followers in any 
of his numerous tracts just what that Demo- 
cratic Congress did. The. facts, however, are 
these: The Denjocrats started out with a 
majority of about seventy-four Representa- 
tives, which they increased to nearly eighty 
before the end of the session by turning out 
Republican members who had been elected 
and seating Democrats who had been defeat- 
ed.

Gen. Butler, @ keen, shrewd lawyer, con- 
fessed before the Democratic Convention his 
utter inability to interpret it or understand it, 
and he declared that it was a willful jumble 
of contradictions, purposely so framed as to 
read in opposit ways and deceive the people. 
He pronounced it a fraud and a swindle on 
the party. Cleveland, when writing his let- 
ter of acceptance after six weeks’ study, had 
to ignore the tariff plank of his platform 
as incompreliensible. Hendricks laughed 
and said nothing. Carter Harrison, when 
ex-Gov. Koernér to discuss 
the tariff question, did not pretend to explain 
the Democrati¢ muddied platform, but made 
the extraordinary declaration that the Demo- 
cratic purpose, if they got into power, was to 
protect the laborers by puttme down and 
crushing out the manufacturers——strike down 
the employers by repealing the taviff and in- 
troducing the British free-trade system.

out to do him honor, and the extraordinary 
enthusiasm of the people is significant of the 
similar enthusiasm with which they will 
rally to the polls in November. All classes 
vied with each other in expressions of ad- 
miration and esteem, and in every place the 
crowds were conspicuous for the immense 
number of workingmen who turned out to 
see the man who represents their interests. 

These immense demonstrations are due not 
more to the position which Mr. Blaine holds 
as the head of the Republican ticket than to 
the personal esteem in which he is individu- 
ally held and to the love which is felt fer him 
as an American who holds his country and its 
citizens above all others. They recognize him 
as a typical American, with the distinctive 
American traits of brilliancy, dash, enter- 
prise, self-assertion, ahd boundless resource. 
These qualities, added to his personal attract- 
iveness and his good-fellowship and comrade- 
ship among men, arouse a personal enthusi- 
asm for him which comes out in peculiarly 
strong light when compared with the per- 
sonal feeling of Democrats towards Cleveland.

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CORNERING THE FARMERS. 

No matter how low other prices may go, 
the Western railroads are determined that 
their prices shall not suffer any diminution. 
By means of their pools they have à corner 
on transportation, and they mean to work it 
for all it is worth. The proceedings of the 
pool meeting of the General Freight Agents 
of the Missouri River rofds in this city, as 
reported in our railroad columns, are a local 
illustration of the spirit which the railroad 
managers are displaying all over the West in 
this era of ruinously low prices of wheat. 
The rates they have agreed on are the same 
as those which were tn force before the pool 
was formed. These roads have a trausporta- 
tion corner on the farmer in the territcry 
tributary to Chicago, Omaha, and Kansas 
City, and they demand that he shall pay the 
same toll to them as he did last year, re 
gardiess of the fact that the prices he gets 
have declined 25 to 50 per cent. 

The railroads call the rates they legislate 
into force their tariff.“ Tariff is a Govern- 
ment word, and its use by the railroads is 
more appropriate than they perhaps divine. 
in running the highways they are exercising 
governmental functions; they have govern- 
mental powers, but have not yet been com- 
pelled to adopt governmental responsibilities 
and give the people representation in their 
tariffi-making poois. 

Twe of the parties most deeply concerned 
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in the action of the Missouri River pool were

nied representation. Advantage was taken 
of their absence, as is always done by those 
who have power without responsibility, to 
sacrifice the interests of those who pay the 
taxes to the interests of those who collect 
them. This sort of thing cannot last. The 
farmers will not submit to such exactions in 
the face of their losses in the markets. 

The earnings of the Misseuri River roads 
have already fallen off considerably on ac- 
count of the refusal of the farmers to pay the 
freights demanded, which leave them abso- 
lutely nothing for themselves, This indis- 
position of the farmers to send on their 
wheat, and corn, and oats for the purpose of 
allowing the railroads, and elevator-meén, 
and Board-of-Trade brokers to divide the stuff 
between them is certain to Increase. Except 
tor the corner in corn, which is a mere inci- 
dent in the vicissitudes of the market, prices 
continue downward, and the time for a 
change for the better is not yet in sight. But 
the farmers are likely to do more than simply 
hold their stuff. They have learned some- 
thing of their power in the last ten years, 
and know that the Legislatures of the States 
have the right to regulate the charges of the 
roads, 
States has said so time and again, and the 
fact that Gov, Cleveland of New York says 
the opposit—in the face, by the way, of the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of his own 
State—is not going to deter the Grangers of 
the West from defending themselves by pub- 
lic legislation from the depredations at- 
tempted by the private legislation of the rail- 
road pools. 

The rate fixed by the Missouri River pool 
between Chicago and Council Bluffs or Kan- 
sas City is 30 cents for 100 pounds for 489 
miles. This is 1.22 cents a ton a mile. The 
rate in Ohio averages for all traffic .875 cent 
a ton a mile. That ts, the Missouri pool pro- 
poses to charge the farmers 38 per cent more 
than the rate which the Ohio toads find prof- 
itable, This, it must be remembered, is be- 
tween points which are served by railroads 
as perfectly equipped and doing as good a 
business as any others in the country. Stuff 
can be hauled by the railroads running over 
the flat country between Chicago and Council 
Biuffs and Kansas City as cheaply as in any 
other part of the United States. Their at- 
tempt to keep up an extortionate rate is cer- 
tain to recoil on themselves. 


THE CORN DEAL. 

The commercial sensation of the day is the 
deal in corn on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
Yesterday and the day before hog-feed sold 
on the board for a higher price than man- 
feed. This not because there is any utili- 
tarian demand for the former to justify an 
extreme price for corn over wheat, but be- 
cause the shorts who have been selling what 
they haven’t got are now trying to get it and 
can't. The men ta whom under their con- 
tracts the shorts owe the corn are the very 
men who own the corn. The shorts are 
learning anew the lesson which has frequent- 
ly been taught before on the board that, when 
they bind themselves to deliver uncounted 
millions of bushels of corn, or wheat, or what 
not to the same men from whom they have 


to buy the stuff before they deliver it, their | 


position may be made exceedingly unpleas- 
ant. In most cases in the commercial world the 
owner of things does not know how much the 
would-be buyer wants what he has to sell. 
and doesn’t dare charge a price that will 
drive away his customer. But the man 
who owns all there is of 4 thing, as of corn, 
can’t drive away the man who has bound 
himself to bring him some of that very corn 
regardless of the price that may be charged 
for it. There is in such cases an opportunity 
to take advantage of the buyer which the 
ordinary business-man as the world goes 
finds it hard to resist. It is so seldom that 
the seller has the luxury of a buyer all to 
himself, who must pay any price demanded, 
that human nature on the Board of Trade is 
usually anable to withstand the temptation 
of taking allitcan get. The marvel is, that 
month after month and year afier year men 
will continue to put their necks into sucha 
trap by selling for gambling purposes grain 
and pork they do not own and which they 
know they may have to buy at a ruinous 
price from the men to whom they have to 
deliver it. 

If these corners“ were merely struggles 
between one side of the market and another, 
between millions which thought prices were 
going up and millions which think prices 
are going down--if they were only betson a 
plutocratie scale concerning fluctuations of 
markets— the outside public could afford to 
dismiss them with as little thought as it 
gives to the ups and downs of other gambling 
games. But the corner“ is something a 
great deal uglier than that. There are men 
today on the Board ot Trade who are almost 
ruined by the calls on them for margins to 
secure the delivery of corn in the country 
which they have agreed to deliver. One 
case is reported of a shipper who sold ¢orn 
he owned in the country for delivery in Chi- 
cago in September for 55 cents. He has 
been called on to deposit 35 cents a bushel as 
security for the performafice of his contract. 
Legitimate business cannot survive such af- 
flictions. The talk about the delay of train- 
loads of corn on the way here by railroad- 
men interested in the deal,“ and conse- 
quently anxious that nocorn that can be kept 
out of Chicago shall get in here before the end 
of the month, may not be well founded, but it 
points out another evil that may follow from 
‘‘corners” and has attended them in the 
past. 

The so-called corner rule of the Board of 
Trade has been abolished, but under the gen- 
eral regulations of the board any member 
guilty of making or reporting any false or 
fictitious purchases or sales, or guilty of any 
act of bad faith, or any attempt at extortion 
shall be censured, suspended, or expelled by 
the Board ef Directors.” In cases of disa- 
greement or refusal to adjust contracts the 
directors are also authorized by the regula- 
tions of the board to determine values, and 
in doing so the value of property in other 
markets or for manufacturing or consumptive 
purposes in this market, together with such 
other facts as may justly enter into the 
determination of its value, shall be consid- 
ered, irrespective of any fictitious price it 
may at the time be selling for.“ The con- 
spiracy laws of the State are also available 
where conspiracy can be shown to exist. 

Perhaps the most important aspect of the 
corners which are becoming so frequent on 
various produce exchanges, stock markets, 
oll bourses, and other institutions of the 
kind is that they bid fair to kill the business 
of these centres of speculatior. People are 
becoming afraid to buy or sell. Almost the 
only activities on the New York Stock Ex- 
change or the Chicago Board of Trade have 
been in connection with corners or 
**squeezes”’ by one clique or another. The 
public have left the game to the insiders. 
The determination of the New York Pe- 
troleum & Minmg Exchange to recognize 
speculative transactions in ten-share lots is

indubitable evidence that people of money 
and sensé are abandoning the exchanges, and 
that the steerers for those resorts have to 
betake themselves to beguiling a cheaper set 
of operators. Possibly the abuses of manip- 
ulation on the various exchanges may in this 
way work out their own cure, compelling the 
managers of the Stock Exchange and the 
Board of Trade to do a legitimate business 
or none at alx

WASHINGTON. 


A Tour of Inspection ot the Paeific 
Railroads, 
WasnHinoror, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special }— 
Mr. F. B. Pickerell of the Railroad Bureau of 
the Interior Department has just reterned 
from the regular tour of inspection and exam- 
ination of accounts of the Pacitic railroads. He 
was accumpanied on his trip by a clerk and a 
civil engineer, and be has brought back an im- 
mense amount of data, from which will be pre- 
pared the annual report of the Commismoner 
of Railroads. The roads traveled on and in- 
spected by the party were tho Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco from St. Louis throagh the Indian 
Territory, the Atchison, Topeka & Banta 
Fé, almost the entire route of 
the Union Pacifie ana Ceutral Pacific, portions 
of the Northern and Central Branches of the 
Union Pacific, Which is a portion of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, aud the Sioux City, now ewned 
and operated by the Chicago & Northwestern. 
The ful) report of the Comnmiissionér of Rail- 
roads will not be compileted-uatil December 
next, but Mr. Piekerell will prepare for the use 
and information o Secretary Teller a compre- 
hensive synopsis, which will be ready before 


the 10th of next month, on which day 
Mr. Teller expects to leave for Colo- 
rado. No figures could be obtained from Mr. 


Pickerell, but in a general conversation about 
the condition of the roads he admitted that they 
were not now earning as much us they did hast 
year. This he ascribed to competition ami the 
consequent reduction of rates; but the ond! 
tion of the roads is fairly healthy and the busi- 
ness done is legitimate and increasing. Al- 
though the Central and Union Pacific have 
both passed dividends, Mr. Pickerell considers 
them fairly paying properties. There are, 
however, in his opinion too many railroads in 


the West for the population, and 
until the country grows more they 
cannot pay a very big interest 


on the money invested. Concerning me Union 
Pacific Mr. Pickerell says the main line is earn- 
ing over $12,000 per mile—the consolidated 
system of 1, 820 miles paying more than oper- 
ating expenses ‘and dividends. The branch 
lines, aggregating 2,400 miles are a drag, how- 
ever, many of them not paying expenses. 
Should the branch lines not pick up, or should 
they continue to absorb the, earnings of the 
main line, the Union Pacific can at any time, as 


a matter of policy, drop them, as it 
owns the stocks and bonds and 
ean dispose of them dy sale. It 


‘may bé considered wiser on the other hand to 
‘keep them in order to ward off opposition. The 
Union Pacific proper is good property The 
lines from Omaha to Ogden, Kansas City to 
Denver, and Denver to the Pacific are ali do- 
ing well. ' The Northern Pacific, Mr. Piekerell 
says., runs through rich agricultural and mineral 
lands, but it is at least fifteen years in advance 
of the times. 


The Inquiry into the Condition of the 
Soldiers’ Homie. 
Wasnincron, D. C., Sept. ,23.—[Speeial.|— 
Gen. Rosetrans, Chairman of the sub-cemmit- 
tee which has been investigating the Dayton 
Soldiers’ Home, has returned fo this city. The 
sub-committee has not yet completed its re- 
port, so that it cannot be stated whether or not 
the committee will recommend that Gen. Pat- 
rick, Commandant of the Soldiers’ Home, shail 
be removed. Gen. Rosecrans states, however, 
personally that the testimony Against Gen. Pat- 
rick was that he was tyrannical. and overbear- 
ing, and bad extremely gruff and arbitrary 
ways, and. that this reputation seemed to be 
sustained by concurrent testimony. Some of the 
strongest testimony in this direction was given 
by Louis B. Gunckel, ex-Republican Congress- 
man from that district, who has been. nomi- 
nated again, and who. Gen. Rosecrans thought, 
in view of his very earnest all vocacy of the 
claims of the soldiers, stood a good chance of 
election. As to the homes in general, Gen. 
Rosecrans said that the investigation Aid not 
show any considerable corruption. There of 
course were a great many minor differences 
of opinion as to the details of the man- 
agement. but he thought that dn the 
whole the homes were well administered.

Those 
inside observed the masonry at the vault 
gradually sinking, but the robbers beneath 
worked on ignorant of their danger. At 1 
o'clock a Mexican volunteered to go down 
cellar and investigate. He had taken a few 
steps on the stairs when he saw some 
one coming up. The’ Mexican fired 
without a word, and the nian felldead. The 
body was brought out and the watchmen be- 
gan tearing up the noor of the bank and the 
adjoining building with the evident intention 
of shooting the robbers on sight. The work is 
slow, the men fearing to get in range of those 
below, who at times Bre seen rushing from one 
shadow to another. Up to this time nothing 
more of this hide-and-seek game has been done. 
The dead robber was recognized as one of the 
masons who built the vault. The cxcitement 
is intense. 


A FATAL FALL. 
A MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT KILLED. 
Fort McK yxy, W yo., Sept. 23.—The mangled 
and lifeless body of G. H. C. Leigh, Liberal 
member of the British Parliament for War- 
wickshire, was found at the base of a precip- 
itous cliff in the Big Horn Mountains. Leigh 
was out here with a small English pleasure- 


party. He left camp the l4th inst. for a stroll 
and was not heard of atterwards till an eight- 
day search revealed his dead body.

1 CHINESE RESTRICTION ACT. 
LATEST RULINGS. 

SAN amel Cal., Sept. 28.—Justice Field 
in bearing the Chinese habeas-corpus cases to- 
day ruled that a wife 40uld not enter on ber 
husband's certificate. She must have one of 
her own issued by the Chinese Government. 
New and extraordinary features relating to 
Chinese of the exempt class under the amended 
Chinese Restriction act have heen developed. 
Collector of the Port Sears held, and his inter- 
pretation was confirmed today by Deputy-Col- 
lector Jerome, that Chinese merchants resi- 
dent in the United States who pur 
pose visiting any foreign country must 
first go to China and procure a  certifi- 
eate from the Chinese Government or they 
will not be permitted to reuter the United 
States. Under the old act the Chinese Consul 
issued these certificates of identification by 


authority of the Chinese Government. Under 
the amended act, as interpreted by the Col- 
lector of the Port, a San Francisco Chinese 
merchant who wanted to go to British Colum- 
bia to see about the business of bis branch 
house would first bave to go to China and pro- 
cure a certificate from the Chinese Govern- 
ment before he would be permitted to come 
back to San Francisco, and, as the certificate 
would be taken upon landing, he would have 
to repeat bis trip to China every time he had 
occasion to visit any point on the coast outside 
United States territory.

Annual Convention of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen. 
TorRonTO, Ont., Sept. 23,—[Special.}]—The 
eleventh annual convention of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen of the United 
States and Canada was opened today in Shaftes- 
bury Hall, which was beautifally decorated 
with flags, bunting, and evergreens. In the 
body of the ball were sented 240 delegates, 
who had come from every part of North 
America. The gallery was well filied 
by ladies and other friends of the brother- 
hood. Mayor MeMurrich occupied the chair. 
He opened by a tew remarks, in which he re- 
ferred to the pleasure it eave him to find amer- 
ica and Canada meeting together for business 
and pleasure in what was with Toronto a most 
conspicuous year—the year of the semi-centen 
nial. After prayer by the Rey. Dr. Wild of 
Toronto, Lieut.-Gov. Robinson and Mayor Bos- 
well weicomed the delegates—4the former to the 
Province and the latter tothe city. Grand- 
Master W. Arnold of Terre Haute, Ind., 
then delivered his annual address. He 
reviewed .the progress of the brother- 
hood since its Organization eleven years ago. 
it has grown from one lodge to 240 lodges, 
while its members have inereased from twelve 
to over 12,000. There are now 30,000 locomo- 
tive firemen in the United States and Canada. 
Out ot these 12,249 belong to the brotherhood, 
which extends its jurisdiction over Canada, the 
United States, and Mexico. The railway man- 
agers of Canada and the United States, be said, 
should understand that the Brotherhood of 
Locomptive Firemen is also tor their 
wood, sihce sobriety, integrity, and 
industry are qualities earnestly recom- 
mended and practiced by its members. 
Sir Henry Lefroy, Chairman of the Geograph- 
ical Committee of the British Association, and 
Dr. Wilde, then delivered short addresses. 
Col. Maynard of Indianapolis, Ind., read an 
address which dealt with the workings of the 
brotherhood. In concluding, be said: Broth- 
erhoods, thank God, have neither visible nor 
invisible boundary lines. Locomotive firemen 
of the United States and Canada, discarding 
political jurisdictions and extradition treaties, 
rally under the banner of fraternity and reci- 
procity, and whether in Toronto, Terre Haute, 
Denver, or Chicago, meet in a peaceful em- 
brace and march towards a goal as sub- 
lime as do the waters of our great 
Inland seas; which, disregarding boundary 
lines, mingle and low to the ocean.“ Ald. 
Harvey ot Toronto said that he took a special 
interest in the workings of the brotherhood, 
since he ran the first locomotive in Canada. 
The addresses were interspersed with selec- 
tions by the bard of the Royal Grenadiers, 

which was in attendance. 

At the close of the meeting all stood up as 
the Chairman announced that God Save the 
Queen would be played, as was usual in this 
country. Suddenly the band struck up Lan- 
kee Doodle,“ and a perfect howiof delight went 
up from the delegates.

Henrv was 
about 50 years old and had a wife and children 
in New York, 
A SAD HISTORY. 

INDIANAPOLIs, Ind., Sept. 23.—[Special.|—A 
special to the Journal announces the killing, at 
Hayesyille, Tenn., of Maj. Edwin Henry by 
Capt. E. T. Johnson today by shooting him. 
This is the culmination of one of the sadecst 
tragedies ever connected with the bistory of 
an Indiana family. For many years Capt. 
Johnson and wife resided in Indianapolis, and 
were highly respected. She was recognized as 
u lady of superior intellectual attainments, 
amiable disposition, and lovely character, while 
he wus a lawyer of much repute, with a lean- 
ing towards literary work which found ex- 
pression in various ways. An _ elaborate 
detense of Judas Iscariot is perhaps his 
best known production. He was an eloquent 
speaker, and his services on the stump were in 
demand in every campaign. Capt. Johnson 
was an invaiid and lost his bearing, and for the 
benefit of his health accepted a position as 
Special Agent ot the Pension Bureau, with 
headquarters at Greenville, Teon., where oc- 
curred the sad circumstances that led to the 
shooting today. Inthe summer of 1883 Mra. 
Johneon spent several months at Greenville, 
and during the absences of ber husband was 
thrown into the company of Maj. Henry, who 
was much older than herself. After her 
return home in the fail, Johnson's suspicions 
were aroused in some way, and ho secured 
from his wife a full confession of the intimacy 
that had existed between her and Henry. The 
letters wcre the most pathetic and at the same 
time graphic it is possibie to imagine, and their 
pleading to be restored to the place she had 
forfeited in his affection would have moved a 
heart of stone. After obtaining these John- 


son came home, arriving Thanksgiving- 
Day. That night he had a long inter- 
view with his wife, in which he an- 


nounced his intention of sending her to some 
cure for treatment, and in the morning she was 
found dead, having shot herself through the 
heart. After death stories began to circulate 
charging Johnson with having driven her to 
suicide by cruel treatment, and her father be- 
gan suit to quit the title of the property in 
which they lived in his name, the complaint 
embodying the substance of these rumors) To 
put himself right before the public Johnson 
gave bis wife's letters for publication, when 
they created a great sensation, and after a time 
of negotiation the suit was withdrawa. In this 
connection Johnson also told how Henry 
in October had followed his wife to this city, 
but did not obtain an interview with her. On 
one occasion their son, Griffith, saw Henry pass 
the house and gota gun to shoot him, but the 
han got away. In speaking of the matter to 
friends, Johnson frequently said he would kill 
Henry, but this fact was kept concealed. John- 
son took his boy, about 15 years old, and re- 
turned South, Commissioner Dudley, at his 
own request, transferring him to New Orieans 
from Greenville. Nothing had been beard from 
him since then ina public way, and expecta- 
tion of afurther step in the tragedy had died 
out when the startling news of today was re- 
ceived and interest revived in the said affair.
